COMPLAINT FOR WRONO S pL DEAT H AI^p DAMAQgg. 
Comes now the Plaintiff, AM!N A FAROOQ, Personal Represenlaiive of the 
Estate ofN ADIR. FAROOQ, deceased, by and through hw attorney, OthEUo G. Jones, Jt., 
and respectfully moves this Honorable Court and for a cause of action alleges: 

1 . Tlmt JfittisdiefiDn of tliis Court is evoked by virtue of Title II Saction 921 
of tits Code of UiB District of Columbia as amended. 

2. That Plaintiff. AMINA FAROOQ, the mother of the decedent, NAOTR 
FAROOQ, was duly appointed as Petsoaal Representative of deeedertf s estate on 
December 1 7, 2002. A copy of tetters of Adrainisttalion is attached hereto and made a 
pEtrty thereof. 

3. Tliaf at all times relevant, the decedent, NADIR FAROOQ was aresident and 
oitisien of the District of Columbia. 

4. That at all times relevant herein, Defendant MDR13, CORPORATION D/B/A 
RAMADA INN HOTEL, was acotporation eufliarized, conducting and operating a 
hotol/raolei business at 1600 New York Avenue, NE, Washington, DC. 

5. Titat St all times ralevant. Defendant, .TOHN DOE D/B/A T.C.B. CTAKING 
CARE OF BUSINESS) did lease and operate a Go-Oo Disoo dance at Defendant MDRB, 
CORPORATION D/B/A RAMADA INN HOTEL hotel/motel at 1 600 New York 
Avenue, NE, Washington, DC on September 27, 2002. 

6. Tliat at all times relevant, Delendant RICHARD ROE SECURITY 
COMPANY was hii-ed by aforementioned Defendants to provide the security to enaiite 
the safety of persons attending the Oo-Oo disco dance. 
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7. That PlaJntWbrings this action against the Defendants, jointly and severally 
for a pause teein alleged. 

COUNTJ , 

8. That on or about September 27, 2002, at approximately 10:00 p.m., the 
decedent, NADIR PAROOQ, was a lawfiil guest and business invitee of the Defendant, 
MDRB, CORPORATION D/B/A.RAMADA INN HOTEL premises at, 1600 New York 
Avenue, NE, Wasliington, DC having paid flie admissiojt fee to enter attd attend tiie Go- 
Oo Disco daaoe being held there. 

9. That on orabout Septemher 27, 2002, while decedent, NADIR FAROOQ was 
a guest and Invitee in Defendant's MDRB, CORPORATION D/B/A RAMADA INN 
HOTEL, he was attaoked and stabbed in tiie ned< with a knife by another patron 
attending the Oo-Go Disco. 

10. That Ptaintiff alleges tliat tlie attack and wrongftri death of decedent, NADIR 
FAROOQ, occurred as the proxteiate result of Defendant's licgligeiice and breach of its 
legal duties ajjd obligatioris to decedent as herein set forth. 

1 1 . That Plaintiff alleges that for along period of time prior to September 27, 
2002, Defendant knew or should have loiown with the exercise of reasonable care that: 

a) its liofei/tnotelwas located in one of the highest crime districts in tlie 
District of Columbia; 

b) variou.'i violent crimas had ooowred in and about premises where Go-Go 
Disco Dances were attended by young people; 

o) sale to and consntnption by young people of alcoholic beverages often to 
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d) many young pwons in high otime coinnwnities carry ooncaaled weapons. 

12. That despite Defendant's nottos of the danger of violent reactions by young 
people attending Disco .G(3-Go 0ances, it negligsntly Mod to adopt policy to prevent 
persons attending sucK.dfflioes ftom bringing concealed weapons into Its dance ballroom. 

1 3- Tliat notwithstanding tWs particular knowledge and recognition of its legal 
duty, Defendant negligently, leoidessly, and in wanton aod willful disregard for the lives 
and safety of persons suoli as file decedent, breached its duly to decedent in, but not 
limited to, the faUovriag ways: 

a) By falling to have adequate security oii tlie premises so as to deter 
ociminal' activities against guests such a$ tlie decedent; , 

b) By felling tp bkve adequately trained or TOmpetent security personnel on 
duty to protect decedent from attack by third persons; 

c) By lulling to provide security guards with proper equipment to detect 



d) By failing to establish and enforce raeas'arEs necessary and reasonable to 
protect business invitees snob as decedent from persons carrying 
concealed weapons into disco dance on its premises. 
1 4. That the decedent's injuries and death wens-, wrongfiilly caused by the 
negligence of Defendants, its servants, agents and employees, who failed to properly 
search each patron and fai led to detect and remove weapons of danger form tlie 
possession of seeidng entry into the Go"Go Disco Dance. 
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15. That aa a diteM and proximate result of Dofendanta' negligence, wanton «id 
willful disregai'd for the decedent's safety and decedent's life and ita willful feiiure to 
establish and enforce adequate stoidwds to detetst oonosiiled weapotis, flie decedent was 
violently attacked, and stabbed by patron vfMi knife while on dance Hoor, 

1 6. Tliat as a direct and pfoximate result of Defendant's negJigenoe, decedent. 
NADIR PAROOQ was caused to suffer pliysical pain, tnental anguish, loss of body 
functions, hospitaliiiation, medicine as well as lite expanse of his last illness, death and 

COUNT II 

1 7. Tliat Plaintiff adopts and inooJporates by reference, all facta, counts and . 
allegations set forth above in patftgrapb 1-16. 

1 8. That Ptaintiir alleges that Defendant JOHN DOE D/B/A T.C.B. (TAKING 
CARE OF BUSINESS) was die sponsor of the Go-Go Disco Dance held in the MDRB, 
CORPORATION D/B/A RAMADA XNM HOTEL at KiOO Now York Avenue, NE, 
Washington, DC. 

19. That on or about September 27, 2002, the dwedent, NADIR FAROOQ, was 
m invitee and paying patron into disco datjce being in the MDIU3, COl?P0RATTON 
D/B/A RAMADA INN HOTEL at 1600 New York Avenue, NE, Washington, DC. 

20. That Defendant JfOHN DOE D/B/A T.C.B. (TAKING CAKE OF BUSINESS) 
use of MDRB, CORPORATION D/B/A RAMADA IMN HOTEL baliroom was with the 
express consent and knowledge of Defendant MDRB, CORiPORATION D/B/A 
RAMADA INN HOTEL. 
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21 . ITiat Defendant knew ot should have know that failure lo properly search, 
failure to det^t, and faUiu-B to move dangerous or oancealed wsapons on persons 
entering Go-Oo Disco Daiioa increased uSe of deadly fotcs against decedent and other 
patrons. 

22. That Defendatit knew or should have foresaeii that youag petaons would 
behava in a hostile, violent and disorderly manner when alooholio beveragas are 
consumed by them. 

23. That Defendant fctrew or should have know tlmt fights were likely betwean, 
young persons attending diaoo dances. 

24. Tl»t M a result of the inadequate precautions and insufRoiBtit security 
rneasures taken by tlie Defendant, the decedent was stabled and killed by a patron who 
brought a concealed weapon into t!ie disco dance. 

25. That the Defendant aegligeatly or willfully inisrcpreasnted to the decedent 
tlmt it provided and riaintainsd adequate and reaaonabl* security for patrons of disco 

26. That Plaintiff ado,pts and incorporates by reference all facts, couirtg and 
allegations set forth above in paragraph 1 - 25 . 

27. That at all tiAes m»terial hereto, Defendant RICHAKD ROE SEClJRtTY wai 
Empioyed tci providesecurity at disco dance in MDRB, CORPORATION D/B/A 
RAMADA INN HOTEL at 1600 New York Avenue, T<IE, WasWngton. DO. 

28. That Derandant RICHARD ROE SECURITY was nsgligeiit in ira l«ilure to 
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adequately and properly search each paiTOfl for coticaaleti weapons aad remove and/or 
oanfiscBM such weapons prfor to entty into the disco danoe. 

29, That as a direct and proximate issult of the Diifendant's negligenee, deDedeiit 
was stabled and killed with a knife that was brought into disoo room \!y another patHTO. 

WHEREFORE, ihe Plaintiff prays: 

1 . For a Judgment against the Deftndafits, jointly and severally, for 
compensatoiy damages in the amount of Ten Million Dollars ($10,000,000.00). 

2. For a Judgsnent a^nst the Defendants, jointly and severally, for punitive 
damages in tlia amount of Ten Million Dollars (SI 0,000,000.00), 

3 . For costs related to tills action and reasoniibk attomay' s fees. 

4. For such other and fTitther relief as this ooutt may d«em just and proper.
